Now here ro enquire by the means of

| With theſe conceptions ( provocations 
peculiar to the Devil ) the poor religious 
man ſo diſquieted himſelf, that reſolv'd 
ziow to cait of his habit, he deligned now 
to run from the Covent. St. Anthony com- 
ing thither a: that time, and knowing by 
divine inſpiration, of the tempeſt of his 
minde,in which he was about to {hipwrack 
his ſalvation, was mov'd by his diſaſter 
to pitty, and going to him lovingly, and 
opening his mouth, as if he had the pow= 
ertoinfuſe anew ſoul into him, ſaid O 
ſon, receive the Spirit of God. And fo 
breathing into his throat, madf him fall 
to the gronnd in a ſwound , then ftreche 
our his hand for the railing of him up, 
while the novice in the preſence of many 
other of the Friars, awakned as it 
were ont of a ſleep,began to cry out, that 
he had been in paradiſe, and ſeen, 8c. bur 
the Saint commanded him to be filent, 
cauſing him ever after to be freed'from 


that remptaticn. 


The fame is very great of the aged 
Ezechiel, the prayſes of whom are ſung 
on a harp whoſe ſtrings are the ſphears, 
and whoſe roſe is the ſun, for having with 
a blaſt reſtored to life, a mountain of mens 
bones. But St. Anthony to our greater a- 
mazement, ſo far hath ſurpaſſed this mi-

raculons ation, as *tis harder to give |, 
new life to one alive, then to animate one 
dead. And how could he ever , more 
powerfully ſhew himſelf, an imitatour of 
Chriſt in his works, unleſs by repleniſh 
ing his Diſciples, wich the ſpirit of (alya- 
tion, by the vertue of a blaſt, as we read 
our Saviour did, when incarnated he con- 
verſed with men. 

Equal to this, 1f not greater, was the 
miracle, he wrought a while after in the 
Abbey of Simoniaque, inthe Riſhoprick of 
Limoges, Where a Monke then refided, the 
piety of whole life incenſed the Devil, and 


caus'd the foul fiend ro employ againſt 


nim, all the inſtigations and enticements 
tofin, which his cunning could deviſe 
Bur he knowing eſpecially the Tempera- 
ment and genius of the monke, enflamed 
him ſo with the temptations of the fleſh, 
that the poor religious man burning vehe- 
mently with luſt, found no eaſe to his 
tccments, Tfhe either ſaid his office n 
the quire, pray'd in his cell, or mortify'd 
bimſelf with faſtings and diſciplines, the 
Devil with a never ceaſing war of filthy 
allurements, would not let him have 4 
minure of repoſe, [- 

What ſhallI wretch do ( he ſaid inhus 
heart )if the waves of my tears, _ ons 
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blood of my firipes, can neicher extin- 


guith, nor mitigate che hear, thac con- 


\umes me ? To carry a fire in my boſom, 
which the molt devour fuffrages, a' Chri- 
ſtian can apply, can do no good againſt, 
is a kind of Damnation reſembling that 


of hell. 


So the Monke bewailed himſelf, an 
was in the heighc of his afflitions, as St. 
Anthony arrived at that convent, the fame 
of whole ſanity was now become great. 
To him having therefore recourſe, and 


earneſtly commending himſelf, he reti- 


red with him into a place apart find 
falling very ſadly at bis feer, confeſſed

She therefore living well, was parti- 
cujarly devoted to St. Anthony, and had 


* all his ations in that reverence and e- 
ſteem, that ſhe would rather have ſuffered 


any thing then omitted his Sermons. 
But her Son on the contrary fide, who 
' naturally was haughty and proud, did e- 
very thing amiſs, and to the offence and 
diſpleaſure of others. Whereupon being + 
hated by all, and obliged ro maintain 
with bis (word, what his pride every day 
engag'd him in, he abounded with ene- 
mies and cares, and became no Jefle an 
Argos for his own preſervation, then a 
Hell ro his {ollicitous parents. 

What thoughts does thy minde labour 
with, his devout and good Mother ſaid of- 
ten to him ? Whence comes the contempt 
with whica thou doeſt vilike others ? 
Doeit think peradvencure, becauſe thou 
art diſtinguiſhe from rhe Vulgar by hy 
quality, that nature hath diſtinguiſht thee 
from them? And thae thy difference from 
others in fortune, makes thee different in 
ſpecies from them ? Ah, humane blood-1s 
the ſame in the King and the Shepheard,

and there isno true diſpariry amo1ig men, 
EXCept it be by vertue. The poor man 
thou vilifieſt, and whom thou thinkſt thy 
ſelf ſuperiour to, hath frequently his ſen- 
ſes moxe refin'd, and more even than 
thine, ſurpaſſing thee ſo farre in the 
funCions of the body, and qualities of the 

mnide, that he ſeems to be wholly cou 
poſed of reaſon, and thou of beſtiality: 


muſt he therefore, becauſe he 1s not richly} 
zpparel]'d, as one that is obſcure be re-J 


pured vile and baſe? O deplorable igno-j 


rance of the wealthy ! 


Men are like Kings on the face of the | 


Farth, who have conſtituted rheir cribu- 
nal in the minde, at which all mens ations 
and merits are examin'd, and as it ſeems 
juſt unco them they give them the reward 
of attef&ion , and puniſhment of hatred. 


And the Authority of this tribunal is ex- | 


tended ſo farre, that it does pronounce 


death againſt all whom it judges to be | 


guilty, and aCtually oftentimes makes the 


' ſentence to be executed; for we fee ?cis in | 
the power of each one to kill another. | 
Since therefore it is thus, why ſhould not | 
every man ſeek rhe favour of another, 


declining the anger and ruine that may 
hang ore his head? Ah, my dear ſon, 


leave thy manner of living, which hither- | 


to 
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to thou haſt. follow'd, and love, eſteem, 
and honour every one, for the beſt domi- 


nion, and the faireſt command of a man, 
is. that over the will and atteftions gf an 


" other. 


And confirming her words with as many 


liquid' teſtimonies, as the tears werd ſhe 
ſhed, ſhe labouwd all ſhe could to ſoften 


_ and mollife rhe harſh youth, her ſon. But 


he the more encreaſing his inſolencies for 


his mothers admonitions, diſquieted him- 


ſelf, and his country, Whereupon ſhe 
ſeeking comfort from Heaven, and atten- 
ding only things of religion, became ſuch 
a pattern of devotion and piety, as made 
the Devil hate her particularly, inſomuch 
as he aware of the good ſhe deriv'd from 
S. Anthenies ſermons, reſolv*'d* to diſturb 
her to his power. 

On a ſolemn day therefore, as ſhe was 
atthe ſermon in a ful} Congregation, he 
rak.ng upon him the form of a Courier, 
addrelt himſelf co her, and.preſencing her 
a Letter inform'd her of the death of her 
Son.

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aforeſaid, ſaw the young man come in, 
Joy therefore, and. wonder entring into | 
their . hearts, when they had admir'd the 
ſanE&iry of S, Anthony, and expreſt their | 
thanks to Heaven for the ſame, they be- | 
rook themſelves again to their places, at- 
tending with great filence to the reſt of the * 
ſermon. 

Many other illuſions might be told, | 
which were inſtead of Tropiies to S. An- 
tbony, as that of the Friars, who ſaw a | 
field ſpoyled one night belonging to their 
BenecfaG&or, which he ſaid ſhould not trou- 
ble them, becauſe they that did it were © 
Devils, who by that appearance endea- | 
voured to diſtraft their devotions. But | 
our deſign at preſent being -only to men- , 
tion the wonders which he wrought by his 
ſermons, we will ſpeak of this ſubje& 
alone, .F 

The Saint wrought great miracles 1n 
the Pulpit, but thac of the field of Arr j 
| | was ; 
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" was moſt glorious, where he uſed to al- 


ſemble the people and preach, the Church 
not being able ro contain them: 

This was a large place, the foundation 
times, paſt of ſome vaſt and goodly pal- 
ace, which having then the- air for its 


walls, and the Heavens for its roof, ſeem'd 


a T heater proportionable, and ſutable to 


; the great Congregation which followed 


him continually. As he therefore was 
preaching one day in that place, behold 
on the ſudden, the windes began moſt \ 
dreadfully to hifſe, and afſembling the 
clouds round about, ſo cover'd the air 
with thick darkneſſe, that che light which 
lay languiſhing in it ſhewed the world was 
in an agony, Horrid claps of thunder fol- 
lowed after, at whoſe reſounding noife 
the pale Horizons ecchoing , adviſe all 
there preſent to ſhelter themſelves from 


| the tempeſt. The fearful people therefore 


diſorder the afſcmbly, and moving here 
and there to fly ro the Citie, prefage a fu- 
ture ſtorm in their faces. | 
Stay, ſaid the Saint, Be none of you 
atraid of the menaces of the air , for 
when ye'are aCtually in the ſervice of 
God, even Hell ir ſelf let looſe cannot 
hurt a mans hair, I promiſe to ſecure you 


from harm, if neglefting all other things

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ye will diligently attend to Gods word, 


Theſe his words infuſed ſuck a — b 


into all, that regarding not the tempeth 


they reſetled themſelves to hear the word} 
of God. In the mean time the rain mixt : 


with hail pour'd down in that abundaiice 


and fury, that each drop become a tor-| 
rent, made whole rivers run along through | 
the neighbouring fields. Who will deliver). 


the devout Congregation from the preci 


pices and ruines of an Ocean ? Who will}, 
be a fence againſt the waves, and a bank| : 
againſt the billowes, that the people up | 


hurt, and not wet may renew the exan- 


ples of the Ark, in which mankinde was} | 


preſerved ? O the force of the miracles cf 


S. Anthony ! One requeſt made to God! 


was an invincible Canopy to tne Audr 


ence, and encompalsd and prote&ed the| 
" aſſembly, ſo as the leaſt beſprinkling &| 


water did not wet the hems of their gar- 
t 


ments. 

The people therefore drown*d in admi- 
ration, by ſo much'the more divulged the 
Prayſes of S. Anthony, by how much the 
more they found they were'dry, and un- 
kurt. Buc fince bis ſan&iry often bridled 
the Elements, who will not be'aſtoniſht to 
hear, that he bridled roo the madneſs, c- 
ven of mad men themſelves? 
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In Limoges liv'd a Man ſo diſtracted, 
and mad, that every thing he did: was ir- 
rationall, and furious, Having therefore 
his countenance and body very meager, 
and pale, his hair diſheviÞd, and hiseyes 
full of rage, he walk*d: up. and down in 
the City, no leſs uncompos*d itt his aCti- 
ons, then tatrer'd in his cloathes. Where- _ 
upon he, made a ſpeQacle of miſery and. 
horrour, moved all ro compaſſion and 
wonder. 

Where are the Phyfitians, who pre- 
tending to: re-ectifie humane bodies, ſay, 
there 15no diſeaſe ſurpaling their skill ? 
What vertue can be found in a ftone,what 
Juice 1n an herb, or what force in com- 
pohitions, that will cure the diſorders of . 
a mad, and irrationall mind, | which 
flowing from the inward ſeditions of the 
humours, the muſcles, and arteries of 
the bead, moſt obſtinately perhfſt in un- | 
reaſonable operarions ? 

Cannot therefore Phyſitians, be they 
neverſo diligent, nor Phyſick, nor diet, 
or mutation of air, reſtore t5 the -order 
of nature, the diſorderly State ofa Man | 
belides himfelf? Ah, the re&ifying of -Þ 
the motions of theſe wheels, is only re= Þ 
ferved tothe hand, of the artificer thar 
made thzm , andtl.e: Proverb is too _ 
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that he, who once looſes his .wits, never 
gets them again. 
This mad man therefore hopeleſs of re- 
medy, being one day in the Church, 
when St. Anthony was preaching, and ad- 


moniſhed by him to give no diſturbanceto. 


the audience, ſaid, -he would not be qui- 
et untill he took off his own cord, and 
with his own hands preſented it to him. 

To ſee a mad man look for a cord , is 
to ſee him ſoon hanged. Hemp is not good 
for Men beſides themſelves, unleſs it be 
to bind them, but when *cis in their pow- 
er, *ris either to their death, or tu the 
hurt of ſome other, 

No body could have thought that St. 4- 
thouy would have furthered the ruine of 
a man abont to ruine himſelf, or pur into 
the hands of a child a ſharpe, and keen 
raiſor, ſo as when he threw him dotrn the 
cord from the pulpit, every one faſten'd 
to it with wonder, ftood expeQting what 
would follow, 

The mad man laying hold on the cord 


kiſſed it with equall tenderneſſe, and de- 


votion, and no ſooner had toncht it with 
his fortunate lips, but a heavenly vertue 
infas'd into his minde, rekindled the light 
of his reaſon, and he knowing the errors 
of his miſerable ſtate, and falling at - 
ET : cct 
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| feet of St. Anthony, entreated his pardon, 


and being well again, madecthe ſtanders 
by weep our of picty. 

Bur the wonders were greater, which 
his ſermons occaſton'd. A Woman in a 
village of the Country.of Limoges, loving 
paſſionately her ſon, and thinking all the 
pleaſuresin rhe World, were contra&ed 


into his boſome, did nothing all che day, 


but hug and embrace him. Every kits 
ſhe therefore gave him, was the quinteſ- 
ſence of affection, and when ſhe looked on 
him, ſhe imagined Heaven {miling upon 
her. 2 

When in order to the lawes of common 
calamity, he ſometimes uſed tro weep, 
ſhe reducing her ſou] into one of his tears, 
felt her ſelf dye as often, as rhe drops 
were he ſhed. Burt on the other ſide, when 
he {miled upon her, ſhe wounded with the 
bowe of his lips, fclt many years added to 
her life. 

Now St. Anthony going thircher to preach 
the woman by the devils illuſtons, ſet a 
caudron of water on the fire, and put the 
child into it, believing ſhe had laid it in 
the cradle, and laying on great ſtore of 
wood, ſhut the door, and went away to 
the ſermon, But at her-returne, the de- 
Vill a while after recalling to her _—_

64 The life of St. Anthony 
what ſhe had done, 'repreſented to her 
phancy, many ſtrange apprehenlions. 

Now together with the water in the 
caudron, death boiled in her boſome, and 
ſhe phancying thoſe limbs ro be ſodden to 
pieces, , which ſhe thought to have refreſh- 
ed with the vigour of ſleep, had hardly 


power to breath, much leſs co ſtir a foot. 


Looking therefore very ſadly, and croſ- 
{ing her hands, ſhe ſtrove to vent her erief; 
but her breath not permitting herto 


ſpeak, ſhe remain'd no leſs inſenſible' of. 
weeping,then ſorrow, When ſhe was able | 


afterwards to walk, ſhe approachedto the 
door, rather opening it in defire , then 
with her hands, and going halfe dead in-. 
to the room, caſt her eyes in all haſt to- 
wards the chimney, and beholding* the 
flames, which encompaſſing the caudron, 
look't as if they not only conſumed the 
water, but the braſs, wonld have doubt- 
leſs faln dead to the ground, if the Jaſt re- 
fletion occaſion'd by her eyes, had not 


brought her ſome life. Shee therefore 


approaching to the Caudron, and-looking 
' Into 1t, ſaw her child ſporting there, as in. 
a ſea of milk, whom-the water was not 
warme enough to hurt. 

Silence O Pen! when miracles ſurpaſs 
imagination, *cis in vain to extoll them. 
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To hear the. Saint preach, and to ſuffer 
for that, was repugnant to his charity. 
Let the Reader conſider on the joyes, and 
the wonder of the Mother, who alone to 
ſupport ſo much gladneſs, and ſurvive it, 
ran the hazard of being compathonate.

.errours ye live in ? How ought ye not to 
Fear, that in the day of judgment, this | 
Fcaly Congregation will bring againff | 
you, as many accuſations, as are the op- | 
'portunities you now have, to reduce you | 
[to repentance? Ah, if ye gſhould ſhed. ' 

: Mmore! | 
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more tears, then is water in this Seay if 
exhale, and vent more fighes, then are 
blaſts of the winds, and with your con= 
tricion, feel your hearts more diſquiet- 
ted, then the ſea is with tempeſts and 
ſtormes, yet ye would not be able, to ſa- 
tisfe the puniſhment of one of thoſe of<

Do ye ſee with what obedience and hu- 
milicy, theſe Creatures come to hear 
the word of God, and yet will ye, ens 
dued with reaſon, and partakers of his 
Heavenly grace, be dubious of your faith, 
and contemn your religion?

He ſpeaking in this manner, held up 
his ſacred hand, and blefled both the 
Men, aud the fiſh, who. humbling them-

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ſelves, and ſhewing their dcvotion,depar= | 
ted with great joy. 

But though winged fame relating his 
miraculous deeds, made no ftop in her 
fiiohr, till extolling ſtill his name,ſhe had 
' carried it aloft into the lap of eternity, 
yet envy, and the obſtinacy of ſome, did 
all in their power to hinder his proceed- 
ings ſome, who were not preſent at the . 
miracle of the fiſh; gave no credit to the | 
thing, and inſtead of a Saint, holding 
him a Magitian, did attribute his works 
to the coienage and il}ulton of the tighr, 
O deplorable State of the wicked, who 
by theic il] habit, never thinking of good, 
do-rather aſcribe a- ſipecnaturall work to 
the vertue of the Devil, then God, as if 
the Cregtor were inferiour to Satan un 
power. | 

Theſe Friars ( ſaid they) are maskt 
with hypocrifie, and under a habit of re- 
pentance hide a body full of vices, ha- 
ving no other end bur to cozen the 
World. The conveniency allow'd them 
for ſtudying, makes them dive into books, 
more fic for the fire, then for reading, 
from which ſucking arts, and Diabolt- 
call (ſciences, they foon become enchan- 
ters. Whereupon by this means being 
able to attain to their ends, beſides. car- 
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nall fins, in which they make deteſtable 
Progrefſes, they will command ſouls, 
and manage Mens conſciences, and med-. 
ling with reconciliations , with marria- 
ges, and wills, fairly ſeem to have great 
zeal about the points of religion, In 
this manner having pale, and grave 


F' - countenances, and boaſting of their diſ- 
| ciplines, and faſtings, they endeavour to 


ger credit, and opinion in the World, 
and preaching doGrines ſutable to their 
humour, and with ſeeming miracles con- 
firming the ſame, defire to be canoniz'd 


for venerable perſons,. and Saints. But. 


as theſe their arts do take with the Peos 
Ple, ſo they render them abominable and 
odious, to wiſe and prudent Men. Argu- 
ments, arguments are neceſſary, to con- 
vince the underſtanding of Men of found 


judgments, and not vain illuſions and 
i ſhews. 


Such were the Diabolicall diſcourſes of 
thoſe ill condicion'd Hereticks, who, not 
long before by the miracle of the fiſh, be-

reaſons, had been forced to retreat, to- 
the end they might not hear him. One 
of them as rich in Eſtate,as poor in un-- 
derſtanding and faith,among other things,. 
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the holy Sacrament of the Altar, ſo ag 


_ breaking our often into words, and con= 


ceptions, every one of which deferv'd a - 
particular hell for a puniſhment, the 
dammage was unſpeakable, he occalt« 
on'd to the ſouls of his auditors. 

Our Saint therefore ſpeaking with him, 
and zealouſly adviting him, that, he nei- 
ther would believe, nor ntter ſuch er- 
rours, laid open to him the treaſure of 
Divinity, and with reaſons and argu- 


ments, which cleared the greateſt doubts, 


compelled him to cry our, that he having 
not learning to anſwer him; nothing but . :

Then the Saint inſpired by God, did 
offer to confirm unco him, the truth of 
his do&rine, by cauſing him to behold 
what he molt ot all defr'd.

Their dofrines being therefore ſo ma-

and managing mens conſciences, and 
hoarding up money , led a life moſt con- 
formable to their Genius. They there- 
fore obſerving that the miracles of our 
Saint, not onely amongſt men, had made 


them looſe wholly as it were, the opinion 


of their wiſdom, bur that to the loſs of 
their pleaſures and eaſe, ſucceeded che 
other of their credit (reaſon of State 
prevailing more with them, then the 
power and force of truth, which they 
could not be ignorant of ) they reſolv'd

Whereupon when our Saint with the reſt; 
had ſecretly bewailed-theſe diſorders, and 
complained of him, they, in the open: 
Chapter, oppoſed him to his face, and in-: 
3 veighing

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veighing in that manner, againſt the vio» 
lation of the lawes of their order, ſo be- 
ſtirred themſelves, they were forc*t to g0 
to Rome, and appeal tothe Pope. 

At that time raigned Gregory the ninth, 
a Man of great integrity and learning, 
and a favouret of the firlt inſtitution of St, 
Francis. | 

At his feet our Saint proftrated himſelf, 
beſeeching him to reform thoſe abuſes, 


and ſcandalous conceſſions. And he ſhew«y 


ing in his countenance and habir, how 
the rules were obſerved which God with 


his own mouth, had di&ated to St. Fran- 
cis, enflamed ſo the mind of the Pope, that 


a general Chapter was commanded in | 


Rome. 


St. Anthony with few on his fide, declar'd 
to his _—_— the cauſe of their ap- 
peal, which was in reſpe& of the hatred, 
Fryar Elias bore to all, who zealouſly 
proſecuted the firit rnſticution, and re- 
newing his complaints, and holy admo- 
nitions cauſed many of the Fryars, which 
adhered to the General, to bluſh. | 

' The ſaid Father Elias was full of tis 
reaſons, and excuſes, but they being vain 


and frivolous, ſhewed him proud, and ſe-

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dicious. Whereupon as well for this, as 
becauſe he was ſo bold, to give St. Autho= 
x3 the lye, the Pope put him- out of his 
place, preferting tothe ſame, a lover of 
the Evangeligall rule. Then commen- 
ding, and reſpeCting very highly our 
Saint, and giving him his bleſſing, he de- 
fired him to colle& all his ſermons, for 


the good of the publick, abſolving him 


to this purpoſe, from all other charges 


” and offices in the order. 


St.. Anthony freed in this manner from 
the City of Rome, went preaching 
through the provinces, returning in the 
end to the City of Padoua, where re- 
ceived with the-reverence and joy, which 
every one may imagine, he attended. to 


| the exerciſes of preaching and prayer, as 


he formerly had done. And he cultiva- 


ting the ſouls of the faithfull with his ha- 


ly operations, and doGrine, reduced fo 
thar City in the ſpace of a-Lent, that ma- 
ny- bitter enemies made peace with. one 
another, the priſoners were releaſed, of- 
fenſes, and debts remicted and forgiven, 
and that which moſt imports, old, anil_ 
publick finners returning to repentance, 
frequented ſo the Sacraments, that the 
_— had hardly time to communicate 
them. | 
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In'this manner Sr. Anthony having fill'd | 
with clean wheat, the Granary of the 
Lord, and endedin that time, in obedi- 
ence tothe Pope, and Cardinal of Otia, 
thirteen books of his ſermons on Sundayes, 
one of the Saints, and another of Lent, 
all full of great and deep learning, he be- 
gan ro perceive, the Lord would reward | 

im for his pains, 

O Saint, thou approacheſt to the Ha- 
ven | Who will deny, thou haſt failed o're 


| been a School of abſtinences, and wants, 
end thou haſt alwayes mortifi'd each fingle 
defire ? What mornings of thy life, have 
not ſcen their own paleneſs, and purple, | 
in thy faſtings, and diſciplines, and num- | 
bring thy tears with their dew, have not - 
verſation. | 

But that tedious Lent being ended, Sr. 
Anthony defiring to obtain a little reſt, re- 
tired tothe held of St. Peter, a place ap- 
pertaining to a Gentleman of Padoua, 
his acquaintance, who receiving '(uch a 
gueſt, what tongue can expreſs the reve- 
tent affe&ion, and obſequions reſpe&, 
'with - which he entertained him ? The 
ones of the walls he called happy, which 
ecchood his voice, and kiſſed rhe _—__ 
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a troubleſome Sea, fince thy life bath |. 


envied thee in the Heaven of a ho!'y :con- 
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| which-ſuſtained his holy feet. 


His houſe being adorn'd with his beſt, 
and nobleſt furniture, to ſhew his devori- 
on and refpe& to the Saint, he order'd 
the entertainment ſhould be as abundant 


and noble, as the rooms were rich and: 


ſtately, and the table no. leſs delicately 


— furmiſhr, then the bed was ſoft and fine, 


But St, Anthony in the midſt of the plea- 


| ſures, which the World: moſt affe&ts, de-. 


fir'd the humble poverty, he profeſſed in 
his habit and: manners, and therefore en- 


. treated Sigre Tiſo( fo the Gentleman was 
| called ) he would: cauſe three little cells 


to be made near his Lodging ( for- whoſe 
walls, and covering, he would uſe mats 


j. and ſtraw) the one for himſelf and the 


reſt for Friar Luke, and Friar Roger his 


| companions. 


Fhe Gentleman was aſtoniſht, pet: 0- 
beyed him, and confidering, he delir*d, 
that ſiis meat might be anſwerable to his 


| lodging, he was fruſtrated of the great. 
| Preparations he. had made. Here in re- 
- Poſe, andcranquility, which is found in 


poor cottages, he- contemplated on his 


| dear, and beloved Recdemer, and devour- 
ty thankcour Lady, for freeing him from. 


the danger he was in, when the Devil out 
o& rage, as tze beginning of the Lent 
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aforefaid, endeavoured to throttle him-- 


To preſume to deſcribe the affe&ions 
the tenderneſs, and dialogues, which he 


had with his God, is onely for a pen, of- 
a wing of a Seraphin. Whereupon I ſhall 


onely ſay this, that Cell was often rurn'd 
into a Heaven, and ſerved for a throne to 
the Creator of the World. 


Bnt though the divine Conſolations 


muſt as well have' added vigour to the 
body of our Saint, as made his ſoul hap- 


Py» and whither his defire, and longing | 


now at laft after Heaven, had conſumed 
Him too much, or that his limbs wearied. 


with labour, began to relax, he felt a; | 


orievous weakneſs. But believing to o're- 
come 1t with exerciſe, ke went for recre- 
ation to the Oratory, which was not re= 
- mote from the Friars of his order. 

- There he was received with the charity, 
peculiar and ſutable to. good religious

draw now thy hand, for I would not haye 
a burthen ſurpaſſing my ſtrength, but yer 


not my will, bur chine be fill done. IT 


ſhall chink, if thou wile lay me on a bed,

In this manner he ſpake, when behold 
on the ſuddain, rhe room was full of 
brighenieſs, and he faw deſcend an Angel, 
whoſe ſerene and lovely conntenance 


would have. turned hell it ſelf wickout 


doubt into a Paradiſe. ; he 
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He glittering with ſplendour, which 
ſurpaſſed .the Stars, approached to Sr. 
Anthbony,.,and with a voice ſo ſweet, as was 
able to occaſion a trance, to all that de- | 
ſerved to hear him, ſaid thus. 7-2 
O Servant of God, who with ſo much 
fldclity and love, haft hitherto performed 
thy part, be comforted in our Chriſt, who 
ſends me tote]l thee, thouart near unto 
thy end. The glory prepared for thee in 
Heaven, is ſutable to the goodneſs of a. 
God, who with a hundred fold does re- .' 
compenſe each deſert of his ſervants. And -. 
befides the. honours he will give thee im | 
Heaven,.He'l naake thy name great upon | 
Earth, and illuffrate this province with | 
thy Sepulgher, prepare thy ſelf therefore | 
for thy fortunate paſſage, for I among 0 \ 
thers expea thee, with delire, 
So he ceaſed, and vaniſht, perfuming ' 
the chamber with the breach of a Para- | 
diſe, and leaving St. Anthony 1n a ſweet, 
and pleaſant .extaſie. Bur when he had 
recovered himſelf, what did he not feel, | 
' andrelate ? He wept out of tendetnels, | 
and trembled for fear, being enflan'd | 
wich an deſire, which he «frerwards re- | 
voked, the afts of his will oppoling one | 
another: by a boly diſquietneſs, he one | 
while deliing-rodye, to enjoy thar bea- | 
_ 77 
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ticude, and another while defiring to live .-, | 
to merit in the ſervice of God. 

With this ſenſe of hamilicy, the moſt 
profound reflexions of which, were par- 


. || ticular aſcents, to raiſe his merit higher 


co glory, our Saint ſpent the reſt of the - 
night, ſome Friars afterwards coming to 
vilit him about break of rhe day, heturn- 
ing to a window, from whence, he could 
diſcover the neighbouring fields, ſpake to 
them in this manner. 

This plain will ſoon be famous, and re- 
nown'd by many people. js 

Awhile after he perceiving his end to 


approach, affeFionately encreated Friar 


Koger, that now ſince his death was. at 
hand C he defiring no lqnger to incom- 
mode choſe poor Friars ) he would cauſe 
him to be carried to the houſe of our La- 
dy, a monaſtery of tha: order in Padoua, 

Friar Roger therefore ſpeedily complys 
ing with his wiſh, the tears of his com- 
panions were not few, when they ſaw. 
him go away, accomoaated as well as 
they could ont a cart. But albeit his jour= | 
ney was onely. to the monaſtery in the } 
City of Padoza,yet meeting with a friend, * 
whotold him that the vitts, which would 
be made him there, would greatly difqui- 


 ethim, he cauſed the Friars, who carried 


him, 
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him, to return, and condu& him to the o* 
ratory of Arcela, a place in the Counr' 


trey. 


There the Lord called him in haſt, 'he 
ſaid the ſeven Pſalms, together. with the: 
Friars there preſent, and uttering each: 


verſe with a particular a& of compundi- 
on, repreſented: to us, how. fearfull we 
ſhould be of the juſtice of God, and how 


hope in. his mercy. Then turning his 
thoughts to the moſt holy Virgin, as he 
ever had loved her in the time of his life, 


ſo he would at his death invoke her aſ- 


ſtance. Wherenpon when he had brief- 
ly, but powerfully thanked-her, for the: 


favours done to him, all along to that in- 


ſtant, he looking towards Heaven with a 


countenance, whoſe tranquility and 
calmneſs ſhewed him even at that time an 


i inhabitant of Heaven, recited that hymne, 


O glorious Lady, &c. | 


Afterwards looking: ſtedfaſtly. upwards, 


and Friar Roger demanding what he ſaw, 
I: ſee he replied, my dear Chrift, who 


mercifully expe&s me at his feet, and in - 


i ſaying ſo, and commending ro the Friars, 
iſt} - the obſervance of their order, and the 
i fear of the Lord, as a light, which in ex» 
tinguiſhing, is reſplendent and bright, 
he died in ſo ſweet, and fo peaceable a 
manner, 
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manner, that he lookt, as if he quietly 


| flept. And his fleſh on the fuddain, 


which by abſtinenccs and auſterity, was 
ſmarthy, dry, and pirtiful} tro behold, 
becoming reſplendent; and clear, gave a 
manifeſt fign *twas part ofa glorified body. 

He died in the Year of our Lord, 1231. 


en the 13th..of Zune, and 36, Year of his 


age, being happy, that in ſo ſhorta time 
he wrought ſo great works. At the time of 
his death, he appeared on the ſuddain in. 
the Chamber of the Abbot of Fercell; his 
Maſter, and. told him he had quitted his 
lodgings,and was going into his Countrey, 
And ſaying ſo, and touching his rhroar, 
he cur*d-a diſeaſe he had there, and ſeem«

The Abtot going after him, and finding

but Paradiſe, and aſſured by letters of his 
death art that inſtant, was confirmed in 


his beliefe.

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" A S ſoon as St. Anthony was dead, 


his Friars, who by the ſplendour | 

of his body, were aſſured of the 
Heavenly glory, which his ſoul was poſ- 
ſeft of, being jealous of his corps, as of a | 


pretzons treaſure, reſolved tro hide his | 


deatb,till they ſhould have ſo accomodated 
things, that they might not be ſubje& to. 


Tapine, and violence. But no ſoener he | 


expir'd, but ſtrangely and miraculouſly, 
many children afſembling themſelyes in | 
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the City, fell a crying through the Streets» 
our Father St. Anthony is dead, our Father 
St. Anthony is dead. 

God ſometimes hath honour'd the death 
| of ſome others, wich the unexpe&ed ring- 
| Ing of che bells, bur here inſtead of them, 
with a more ſublime priviledge, he was 
| pleas'd humane tongues ſhould be _—_ 
ed, and rhe months of innocent boyes 
| the trumpets, to ſound forth the death of 
his ſervant. "3 
Many Citizens being therefore awake- 
ned with the cries of the Children afore- 
ſaid, repaired to the Monaſtery of Arce- 
' la, whither they knew the Saint was 
broughe, and finding him extended on a 
| | beer, whick like a ſtarry night, was re- 
| plenlene with as many blazing lights, 
as were the rayes reflefing on. their eyes,” 
| they amazed and devour, quickly plac'c 
| there a guard of armed Men, te hinder 
his body from being removed. Bur the 
| Friars of the convent of Padova, comming 
| thither with others of the Ciry, began 
," to demand the holy body, alledging fince 
he had, while he lived, ſhewed a willing- 
neſs to be buried in their Monaſtery, he 
belonged in all reaſon to them, and not 
| to any others; ſo they raiſing a tumulc 
| here and there, encreaſed much the ru-. 
mour, 


%s 
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mour by the coming of ſome other. pre- 
tenders, who. living on the bridge near 
the Oratory of Arcela, and perceiving the | 
place not ſecure, and the others pretences 
of momient, endeavoured with a band of' 
armed Men totake away the body front 
the Oratory, and carry it to a Monaſtery 
_ of Nuns near that place. The contention 
being therefore between three ſeverall 
parties, and each growing warm with | 
their different pretences, they came to 
that decree of conteſt, that they would 
| have faln out, if ſome of authoriry had 
not put themſelves berween them, and ap» 
peaſed the tumult in this manner, that all \ 
ſhould be referred to the ſentence of the: | 
Father Miniſter, who would ſoon be | 
there. 
But the people, who extream]y delired, 
to remove the hely body into rhe City, 
impatient of the Miniſters ſtay, about | 
midnight thrice aſſaulted the Monaſtery, | 
which occaſioned a miracle, for all tne | 
faid times, when they came to. the gates | 
to get in, they remained. like blind Meny 
impotent and lame, and unable to effec 
their deſires. 
What meanſt thou,O Padoua? Shalbrhe 
Saint, the ProteCor of thy peace, 'be the 


cauſe of thy warr? And ſhall he, who," 
while 
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- while he lived, reconciled ſtill thy diffe= 


rences, raiſe up tunmlts amongſt thee, 
at his death ? Who is't, that foments theſe 
hoſtilicies, which under the pretence of 
devotion, doaim at nothing elſe but the 
conqueſt of each other ? Shall it ever be 
ſaid, that the ſtrife about the place, 
where the body ſhall be buried, ſhould 
grow to that height, as to canſe thee to 
endanger thy inhabitants ? O illuſions of 
the Devil, which defign as much miſchief, 
as the reliques will do good to thy 
Countrey. ; 

Now the Friars of Arcela amazed at the 
aſſault, they received that night, had 


| thoughts of preventing the danger, rheir 


treaſure was in, by encloſing it in a cheſt, 
and concealing it under ground, Where» 
upon when they had done ſo, the Souldi- 
ers next morning came thither, and una- 


bleco find it, ran about through the C-:11s 


with drawn ſwords, refuſing to be gone, 


| unleſs they woulddiſcover it to then.

While they were in this manner di- 
ſtrated, and irreſolute, the Miniſter they 
expected arrived, who conſulting the Bi- 
ſhop, gave this ſentence with him, that 
the glorious body ſhould be buried in the 


. Monaſtery of the City where he had an 


intention to dye, A ſollemn mg: | 
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being therefore ordained, the Governou! 

cauſed a bridge to be nnde or'e the river: 

* which conſiſted of boats chained together, | 
and defending it with a choice band of 
Souldiers, had every thing in order to 
tranflate that glorious body. But that 
part of the Citizens, whom the ſentence 
was given againſt, ftrrred up at the fight 
of thoſe great preparations, which were 
aſſured teſtimonies of a religions obſe- 
quiouſneſſe, refolved by all means, not to 
ſuffer it to paſſe, and began to ſpoile the 
bridge, and ſcuffle with the Souldiers, - 
Wherenpon a generall cry being raiſed, 
the tumult was ſoon ſpread through the 
City, inſomuch that many fearing the 
- worſt, did ſadly beat their breaſts, aſcri- 
bing that diſorder to therr fins, which 
made them anworthy of ſo eminent a fa- 
vour. Bur the Governour not diſmaid at 
the greatneſfſe of the danger, did ſend for | 
the chief of the ſedicious, and baniſhing | 
them our of the Territory, freed every | 
one from fear, and from harm, The dif- | 
fentions being quietted in this manner 
they began the ſollemn pomp. All. the re- 
ligious went two and two together, as 
likewiſe the Nuns, who had their feet. 
bare, with devotion in their looks, and 
torches in their hands. The hot my 
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which fell coche ground, repreſented the 


force of rhe prayfes, chey utter'd with 


. their mouths, ſo as being follow'd by the 


Clergy, which came next in white, they 


looke like an Army, where the drums 


were the bells, and che croſſes the banners. 
The Biſhop f»itow'd after, together with 
the Governour, next whom the holy body 
was carri'd by four religious Mein, on a 


bear cover'd ore wich white damask;, + 


which traild the ground, Then two and 
two together, with rorches in cacir hands, 


. came the Gentlemen of the City, and || 
the reſt of the people. As they paſt through * || 


the Streets, the windowes and doors, a- 
bounded w:ith Women and Children, who 
blelt che ſacred bunes, and heartily com- 
mended themſelves to the Sainr, Arri- 
ving in this manner at the "deſtined 
Church, *Tis probable that they placed 
the bear on an eminent ſcaffold, 'and the 
Biſhop in chat great Congregation, exto!- 
ling St. Anthonies merits, reduced ta:;the 
memory of the Padonans, the benefits they 
halhad by his charicy, the atfc&ion he 
had borne to their' Countrey, and the 
diligence he had ufed in ſerving them, 
Then telling them what a favour he had 
done them, in leaving his body to the 


_ City, he put them in mind of che firme 
and |

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and lively hopes, which all there ſhould 


. have, that thoſe holy Reliques would al- 
wayes prove a fountain of graces, which | 


{ti]] would be flowing at their need. And 
recalling to their memory, the great ob- 
ligations they had to thank him, he ex+ 
horted them in the end, to receive him 
for their particular advocate, as likewiſe 
to rejoyce for the glory, which God out 
of his mercy, was pleas'd to reward: his 
labours with. 

His ſermon being end=-d in this manner, 
the Friars, who, as they would not have 
his body buried with other Corps in the 
ordinary Sepulcher, ſo likewiſe being 
preſt ro interr it, had not time to ere a 
particular tombe for the ſame, which 
made them very melancholy and ſad. 
Bur;God, who knew their deſire, diſco- 
ver'd to them ( not without a great mi- 
racle ) a new Sepulcher in the Church, 


*T was juft,O holy Father, that thy fleſh, 


which while thou liv'dſt, by a candid 


' virginity, was alwayes kept remote from 


the touch of any one, ſhould after thy 


death, be preſerved unhurt from the come. 


mon corruption of che body of others, and 


ll] theLilly of purity ( the badge thou did'ſt 


deſervedly bear _ ſhould 20 wayes be ſub- 
je&to any other injury, but chat of thy 
mortality. All 
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All therefore being glad of the wonder, 


with which God was pleaſed to honour . 


the funecalls of his Servant, when they 


| had with many tears, both ki'st him, and 


reverenc't him, they laid him in that Se- 


-pulcher, where in imitation of that of our. 


Saviour, none ever had been buried, In' 
the mean time many perſons that were 


| lame, thruſting through the thick crowds . 


to arrive at the Sepulcher, no.ſooner 


were permitted to touch him, bur by a 


ſecret vertue transfuſed from the ſtones, 


- were by reaſon of their faith, immediate- ; 
. Iy reſtored to their healths, 


"Twas both handſome and devout to 
behold, that he, who deprived of his 
limbs, ſupplyed the defe& of his motion 


| by the benefit of crutches, no fooner 


toucht the Sepulcher, but throwing them 
away, returned ſound and vigorons to 
his home. *Twas prodizious to ſee, that 
the blind man, who, by looſing his eyes, 


fate perpetually in darkneſs, afliſted by 


our Saint, had his ftght renewed again, 


' and weeping out of gladneſs and: devoti- 


on, ſhewed that the firſt office of rhe eyes 
is tro weep, And the diimbe man, who 
unabic to ſpeak, {cems oneiy in his ſhape 
to be diſtinguithe from a beaft, obrain- 


ing the uſe of his tongue, moſt affe&io- 


nately

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nately thanked our Saint for his recovery,| 
Bur the confines of the infinite gracez| 
conferr'd by our Saint .on the devoted 
to him, were not bounded and limitted 
here, for out of his abundance of charity, | 
he not only cur*d the perſons, which touch» 
ed his Sepulcher, but thoſe coo, who by 
reaſons of the throngs, could not ger into 
the Church, and ttood without invoking 
his name, Hence miracles being heaped 
on miracles, and gladneſs on gladneſs,who | 
1s able to relate the devotion, the jubily, 
thankes, and tears, which reſcunding es |- 
very where, aſtoniſhr and cranſporced the 
people ? Whereupon to vow-perpetual tide- | 
licy, and obſervance to our Saint, and'|' 
reſolve to acknowledg him for their patron ||:

things with devotion and joy,and propos

his Canonization. Ir was not yet a year, 
fince the ſaid requeſt was made, nor hal

- Saint had been dead, whereupon a certain 
| Cardinal oppoting it vigorouſly, occafi- - 
- ond the decree to be ſuſpended till rhe 
following Day. Bur as he was aſleep, he ' 
- bad the ſame night a revelation from God,

' he having none to give him, heard a voice

Now'as he was rejoycing witly 
his friends at a feaſt ( the heat of wine atid'' 
meat adminiſtring diſcourſe ) they talkt 
of various things, according to the Gene- 
us and humonr of the company.

in the moſt difſoluce ſociery, rhere is ſome- 
times a civil, and intelligent perſon, ſo 
there was fuch a one amongſt them, who' 
ſpake very ſeaſonably in praiſe of St. A4n- 
thony. But the heretick, ro whom that

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diſcourſe was unpleaſant and unwelcome, 
derided and jeer'd him, ſo as the zealous 
Catholick rais'd higher his voice, . and att 
ſwear'd him roundly, 

Whereupon all the reſt being filent, the

Saint hath done miracles, as *tis poſſible, 


that this glaſs ſhould be thrown out of the

Andin ſayingſohe took up a glaſs, and:
